The old Front to the Street, which is a very ſtately Edifice, 
three Stories high, and about 130 Feet in length, was built in 
the Year 1683, together with the greateſt Part of the Outer- 
Square or Court, and the South-fide of the Inner-Square or 
Court; but the other Sides of the Inner Court are much older. 
The lateſt built Part of theſe three Sides is above an Hun- 
fred Years old, of hewn Stone, all three Stories high, and 
more decent than moſt Buildings of that Time, The Outer-

but now the College fronts the principal old Street of Glaſgow.
